Sonic 
doubt whether one limulicd bushels of 
shelled corn can bo raised on 1111 ucru, 
and tlio American Institutefium cluboi' 
>Tcw Yoik Oily claim that it has not 
been done. That it has ami can uc rnls-" 
ed we ilo not doubt, for wo have the 
besl and most reliable evidence to prove 
it. The cause which in many instances 
lias led to a doubt us to these lurpfo 
crops has been thu milliner in which the 
result was calculated. To illustrale— 
we have now before ns nn account of n 
crop in Xew Jersey claimed to beat tho 
rate of fico hundred 
ami 
tiyktii-lhfvc 


&ii.-.vie?.f of slieUid corn prr acre. 


The large yield reported led us to nmko 


a careful Investigation itilo tho matter 
•which we found to stand thus: Tho 
crop was on the farm of David Petll, 
in Salem county, Xew Jersey. To ob- 
tain the rate per acre, "tho 
person 


who certifies to the quantity" measures 
the produce o£ one hill which Mr. I', 
claims was "about as poor a hill us 
tlieie was in the lot." 
This piodiict 


•was multiplied by 7,:!GO hills, and tho 
result given as tho yield PIT acre. Mr. 
Vetil also ciaims that "had not tlio corn 
,tll been blown up by tho rools by a rain 
stonn just after it had set and wits fully 
in silk" it would have been linger. 
In 


the first place, wo object to taking per 
liill as data from which to calculate, 
but if it is a big crop wlueli you aro 
:tfter, why take "about as poor u hill as 
llieio U i,i tlio lot'f" And why multi- 
ply by 7,200 lo set tho yield ]/cr ami.' 
As we plant our corn (nnd our neigh- 
bors say it is too thick) wo get but 3.-U7 
hills on an acre. To got 7,^(1(1 hills in, 
the corn must hitvo been planted a hill 
eveiy 18 inches, with tho rows four foot 
apart, and each hill must have yielded 
over three pints of shelled corn. 
Tho 


editor of the paper publishing Ibis re- 
port wisely says : "When the yield gets 
above one hundred and 
twenty-live 


bushels, farmers like to see tho measure- 
ment of the corn. As woll calculate the 
yield of an orchard by the pioduct of a 
single sprig. Yet in this way are most 
of our fabulous crops figured up." 


Wo are willing to receive, and pub- 


lish, accounts of largo cropi, but if tlio 
j.roduciis take this plan of arriving at 
their results, they must not blamo our 
readers if thev doubt them, nor us if we 
criticise.

ous to stock ; they are usually, fed, bill 
this is needless.as they will do as well for 
seed as others; in many portions of 
JCurope, and particiihuly in Ireland, it 
's considered best, to "sun-burn" the 
seed potatoes before they are stored for 
the winter. Wo do not know what the- 
ory is made use of to account for tho 
practice, but we know so far as growth 
is concerned a sun-burnt potato will 
grow as well as nny other.

HOW 
TO 1C A JED VIHEOAR. 


A correspondent, starting with the 


premises that to make good vinegar you 
must have good pure elder, and see to it 
that the barrel into which it is to be 
put is entirely free from any taint, pro- 
ceeds with the proeess of mukiiiR n» 
fullons : 


Cider once propoily made and put in- 


to sweet, fresh barrels, the bal.meo of 
tho process in vinegar-making is no 
trick at all. Jt isi a chemical proem, 
to bo sure, but nature will be a good 
manipulator of it. 
The chtnnistiy of 


tht> tiling consists simply in oxygeim- 
tion of the cider, and if tlio air is alloiv- 
ed free access to it the oxygonatlon will 
go on slowly through _the winter and 
more rapidly in tho summer. Tho pro- 
rpsa may be accelerated by keeping the 
cider in a warm room, and made more 
r.ipidly still by trickling the elder 
through it hogshead or large cylinder 
l^rforated with holes on the sldo nnd 
lilh'i; with birch shavings, so us to allow 
the nir to come in direct contact with 
it. A little yeast added to the cider 
gives it u good start on its fermenting 
conr.ic. 


Our custom is to await Die process of 


nature, and to admit air lo the cider 
only through tlie bimg-1-ole. Jn the 
summer we take the barrel* out of the 
cellar and place them in a sunny place, 


vire gauze over the bung.
